Columbus, March 20.—The Metzger 
road bill, which applies to Columbiana 
and Stark counties, has been passed 
by the house and is now half a law. 
It abolishes road supervisors and cre­ 
ates in their stead road commission­ 
ers. It also provides for a competitive 
system of bidding for material for the 
improvement of roads. 
The Crist bill authrozing the resi­ 
dents of St. Clair township Columbi­ 
ana county, to issue bonds for the im­ 
provement of Calcutta road, hrs been 
merged into'a bill introduced by Rep­ 
resentative Worthington, of Bdmont 
county, for the reason that both meas­ 
ures provide for practically the same 
purpose, and to enact 
both 
would 
have tho effect of annulling each. 
Tho residents of St. Clair township 
can receive tho relief they desire un­ 
der the Worthington bill, and as it 
was introduced first. Mi-. Crist readily 
consented to the withdrawal of his 
measure with the understanding that 
its passage would he incorporated in 
the former bill. 


Mr. Crist presented a bill Wednes­ 
day afternoon to provide for the pub­ 
lication and distribution of the reports 
of the state geologist. Tho issut shall 
consist of a minimum number of 3.000 
copies, and the publication and dis­ 
tribution shall be under the control of 
the state printing commission. 
One 
thousand copies are to be distributed 
pro rata among the members of the 
general assembly#and an equal number 
are to be distributed by the state ge­ 
ologist in exchange for 
other 
sur­ 
veys, and with individuals whose ser­ 
vices have been used in the collection 
and preparation of the 
matter 
for 
such bulletins. One hundred volumes 
are to be placed in the state library. 
The commission may at its discretion 
order the publication of extra copies, 
Those remaining 
after 
distribution 
has been made may be placed on sale 
at a price equal to the net cost of 
printing and binding. 


The taxation committee of the sen­ 
ate has recommended the passage of 
the Beal local option bill, and it has 
been made a special order for next 
Wednesday. 
The 
committee 
made 
^mnny changes in thq wording of the 
hill, but did not change its intent or 
purpose. 
The revision committee of 
the house mutilated the measure fear­ 
fully and left it in such shape that it 
was necessary for the senate commit­ 
tee to doctor up its phraseology. The 
liquor people put up a stiff fight to 
have the bill amended in the senate 
so as to require publicity of the sig­ 
natures of those petitioning for local 
option, but the committee refused to 
allow this provision to go 
in. 
The 
temperance 
advocates 
are 
jubilant 
over this defeat for their opponents 
for the provision, if adopted, 
would 
make the measure a dead letter. Busi­ 
ness and professional men would re­ 
fuse to sign in many cases because 
of the resultant injury to their busi­ 
ness if publicity were required.

Several members of council are re­ 
ported In favor of the city erecting 
anti 
ownfug a garbage furnace, the 
first cost of which Is estimated at 
)12,&00. To carry out this plan action 
by council will he required and after 
that the question of a bond Issue to 
raise the required amount m ust be 
submitted to a vote of the citizens. 
The plan is well enough In its way. 
but it does not help to reduce the ac­ 
cumulating garbage piles which will 
soon become a positive 
danger, 
as 
they are already a posttve nuisance. 
All bids for the disposal of garbage 
have been rejected by the committee 
having charge of the matter, and the 
whole question Is in the same unset­ 
tled state as before. What is wanted 
now is immediate relief. The 
city 
cannot wait for action by council, ac­ 
tion by citizens on a bond issue and 
then for the purchase and erection of 
a furnace, even though it should be 
certain—which is by no means the 
case—th a t the city will vote to build 
one. In the absence of a permanent 
system for disposing of garbage, we 
must have a temporary one. 
Action 
along that line Is imperative, and the 
city council, lf it desires to meet the 
city’s 
requirements 
and 
citizens’ 
wishes, will give the m atter immediate 
attention.

C. A P. Schedule i 
In 1965. 
1 
T. L. Apple, one of the veteran em­ 
ployes of the C. A P railroad company, 
has in his possession a schedule by 
which passenger trains were operated 
between Pittsburg and Cleveland and 
Pittsburg and Bellaire during the year 
J865. 
Upon examining the schedule 
one can see that there is quite a dif­ 
ference between it and the one now in 
use. 
The fast mail trains of 
1865 
would be rather slow accommodation 
trans today, as the time consumed by 
one of them in running from Wellsville 
to Cleveland was four hours and fifty- 
five 
minutes. The mail 
train, 
or 
the ‘ flyer” as it is generally < ailed, 
now 
travels the distance in a trifle 
over three hours. 
a 
Another difference is that the mod­ 
ern train is composed of never less 
than four coaches and generally seven 
while the trains in 1865 seldom had 
more than two coaches and verv small 
ones at that. 
Mr. Apple states that 
within a few years the grades on the 
C. & P. road will be made level, and 
the curves will be. to a certain extent, 
done away with. This, he says, will 
result in a mail train running between 
Wellsville and Cleveland in two hours.

claim agent for the C. & P. with head 
quarters in Wellsville, for 37 years, 
which alone is evidence that he has 
been a faithful employe. He is an 
Excellent conversationalist and can tell 
nome very interesting stories concern­ 
ing railroad life.

W ell Illustrated by a Glance at the 


C. A P. Schedule 
In 1665. 
T. L. Apple, one of the veteran em 
ployes of the C. Sc P railroad company. 
has in his possession a schedule by 
which passenger trains were operated 
between Pittsburg and Cleveland and 
Pittsburg and Bellaire during the year 
J865. 
Upon examining the 
schedule 
one can see that there is quite a dif­ 
ference between it and the one how in 
use. 
The fast mail 
trains 
of 
1865 
would be rather slow accommodation 
trans today, as the time consumed by 
one of them in running from Wellsville 
to Cleveland was four hours and fifty- 
five 
minutes. 
The mail train, 
or 
the "flyer” as it is generally (ailed. 
now 
travels the distance in a trifle 
over three hours. 
• 
Another difference is that tile mod­ 
ern train is composed of never less 
than four coaches and g e n e ra ls seven 
while the trains in 1865 seldom had 
more than two coaches and verv small 
ones at that. 
Mr. Apple states that 
within a few years the grades on the

done away with.

W ell Illustrated by a Glance at the 


C. 4 P. Schedule 
In 1965. 
T. L. Apple, one of the veteran em 
ployes of the C. Ac P. railroad company, 
has in his possession a schedule by 
which passenger trains were operated 
between Pittsburg and Cleveland and 
Pittsburg and Bellaire during the year 
J865. 
Upon examining the 
schedule 
one can see that there is quite a dif­ 
ference between it and the one now in 
use. 
The fast mail 
trains 
of 
1865 
would be rather slow accommodation 
trans today, as the time consumed by 
one of them in running from W ellsville 
to Cleveland was four hours and fifty- 
five 
minutes. 
The 
mail 
train, 
or 
the “ fiver” as it is generally (ailed, 
now travels the distance in a trifle 
over three hours. 
a 
Another difference is that the mod­ 
ern train is composed of never less 
than four coaches and generals seven 
while the trains in 1865 seldom had 
more than two coaches and verv small 
ones at that. 
Mr. Apple states that 
within a few years the grades on the 
C. & P. road will be made level, and 
flu- curves will be. to a certain extent, 
done away with. 
This, he says, will 
result in a mail train running between 
W ellsville and Cleveland in two hours. 
Mr. Apple 
has 
been the 
special 
claim agent for the C. & P. with head 
quarters in Wellsville, for 37 years, 
which alone is evidence that he has 
been a faithful employe. 
He* is an 
excellent conversationalist and can tell 
some very interesting stories concern­ 
ing railroad life.
